CAP.  2.    YIC.  40. 

An  Act  to  regulate  the  exportation  of  Furs. 

[Passed  26th  February,  18^.] 

Whereas  during  the  prevalence  of  the  epidemic  of 
Small-pox  in  certain  portions  of  the  District  of  Kee- 
■wa-tin  it  is  urgently  necessary  that  no  furs  from  such 
portion  of  said  District  should  be  exported,  except 
under  such  regulations  for  disinfection,  if  supposed  to 
be  infected,  or  on  such  evidence  as  will  clearly  esta- 
blish them  to  be  free  from  the  danger  of  carrying 
infection,  as  may  be  from  time  to  time  ordered  and 
required  to  be  adduced  by  the  Board  of  Health  for 
Kee-wa-tin,  under  the  authority  of  this  Act.  as  they  are 
hereby  empowered  and  authorized  to  make  ; 

And  Whereas,  it  is  expedient  to  prevent  furs  from 
such  portions  of  the  District  of  Kee-wa-tin  as  are  not 
declared  infected,  becoming  infected  by  coming  in 
contact  with  furs  or  otherwise,  during  transport 
through  the  infected  District  to  a  market. 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  certificates  of  the 
fact  of  furs  being1  free  irom  danger  of  infection  should 
be  granted  en  evidence  thereof  as  aforesaid  especially 
with  regard  to  furs  arriving  from  the  more  northerly 
portion  of  Lake  Winnipeg  ;  therefore, 

Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Council  of  Kee-wa-tin,  enacts  as  follows  : 

I.  That  (so  far  as  applies  to  Lake  Winnipeg) ;  depots 
with  a  quarantine  officer  in  charge,  be  formed  for  the 
reception  of  furs  for  shipment  at  such  places  as  may 
by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  be  deemed 
advisable,  and  that  to  such  depots  furs  be  brought 
under  regulations  hereafter  to  be  promulgate!. 
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II.  That  no  furs  whatever  be  allowed  to  be  brought 
from  the  North  through  the  southern  boundary  of  the 
quarantine  except  in  steamers,  vessels  or  boats  and 
under  supervision  of  the  quarantine  officer  and  under 
quarantine  regulations. 

III.  That  quarantine  oncers,  to  be  stationed  at 
points  to  be  designated  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
in  Council  under  this  Act  be  appointed  and  that  from 
these  points  clear  bills  of  health  of  clearance,  shall  be 
given  whm  the  officers  in  charge  have  satisfied  them- 
selves of  the  furs  having  been  procured  in  places  other 
than  the  infected  portions  ot  the  District. 

IV.  That  in  conveying  such  furs  through  that  por- 
tion of  Like  Winnipeg  where  the  coast  is  declared  kl  in- 
fected," no  steamer,  boat  or  vessel  shall  be  allowed  to 
touch  or  communicate  with  the  shore,  so  that  their 
contact  with  persons  or  substances  endangering  infec- 
tion, occurs  on  pain  of  forfeiture  of  the  Bill  of  Health  of 
clearance,  and  such  other  penalty  as  is  hereafter  pro- 
vided. That  to  the  southward  of  the  infected  district, 
a  point  shall  be  designated  where  all  vessels  from  the 
North  must  report,  when,  on  proof  being  given,  that 
all  quarantine  regulations  have  been  complied  with  a 
final  certificate  shall  be  given  by  oiiicers  appointed  for 
the  purpose. 

V.  That  with  regard  to  furs  coming  from  the  Eastern 
portion  of  the  district  toward  the  City  of  Winnipeg  in 
the  Province  of  Manitoba,  posts  shall  be  established  for 
the  purpose  of  giving  a  clearance  at  the  North-west 
Angle  of  Lake  of  the  Woods  and  such  other  points  as 
may  be  found  advisable. 

YI.  That  on  Lake  Manitoba  at  such  points  as  may  be 
designated,  similar  quarantine  posts  shall  be  establishec1. 

VII.  Any  person  who  shall  in  any  manner  commit 
an  infraction  of  this  Act,  shall  be  liable,  upon  convic- 
tion before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the  District  of 
Keewatin,  or  other  competent  authority,  to  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  five  dollars,  or  more  than  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, in  the  discretion  of  the  Justice  of  the  Peace,  or 
oiher  competent  authority,  before  whom  the  convic- 
tion is  made. 


"VIII.  Ono-half  of  any  lino  imposed  and  collected, 
under  this  Act,  shall  be  payable  to  the  informer,  or 
person  securing  the  conviction  of  the  offender,  the 
other  half  shall  be  paid  into  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board 
of  Health  for  Keewatin,  and  applied  towards  meeting- 
the  proper  expenses  of  said  Board  of  Health. 

IX.  The  imposition  of  any  fine  shall  carry  with  it 
all  legitimate  and  proper  costs  incurred  in  the  prosecu- 
tion of  the  offender,  and  shall,  with  the  line  imposed, 
be  collected  by  distress  from  the  goods  and  chattels  of  the 
person  convicted,  on  his  failing  to  pay  the  same  with- 
in the  time  prescribed  therefor  in  the  conviction. 

X.  This  Act  shall  continue  in  force  for  six  months 
from  the  first  of  March  1877. 


DISTRICT    OF    KEE-WA-TIN. 

An  Act  respecting  Vaccination. 

Cap.  3.    Yic.  40. 

[Passed  26th  February,  1877.] 

Whereas  the  epidemic  disease  known  as  Small-pox 
has  proved  to  be  disastrous  in  the  extreme  to  the  popu- 
lation in  the  regions  of  which  the  District  of  Kee-wa-tin 
forms  a  portion  : 

And  whereas  it  has  been  demonstrated  by  experience 
that  vaccination  not  only  alleviates  the  virulence  but 
extensively  if  net  entirely  destroys  the  otherwise  fatal 
effects  of  the  disease  in  Question  : 

And  whereas  it  is  urgently  necessary  to  make  pro- 
vision therefor  ;  therefore, 

Her  Majesty,  oj  end  with  the  advice  of  the  Coun- 
cil of  Kee-wa-tin  enacts  as  follows  : 

I.  In  the  District  of  Kee-wa-tin  vaccination  shall  be 
obligatory  on  all  inhabitants  of  the  said  District. 

II.  That  the  word  inhabitant  shall  be  held  to  mean 
all  persons  other  than  temporary  sojourners  or  tra- 
vellers, of  whatever  race  they  may  be,  Indians  or  others. 

III.  That  the  word  "  vaccination "  shall  be  held  to 
include  re- vaccination. 

IY.  That  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  shall 
from  time  to  time  make  regulations  for  the  carrying 
out  of  this  Act  and  arive  notice  thereof. 
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V.  Whoever  shall  in  any  manner  commit  an  infraction 
of  this  Act,  shall  be  liable,  upon  conviction  before  any 
Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the  District  of  Keewatin,  or 
other  competent   authority,   to  a  line  of  not  less    than 


one  dollar,  or  more  than  twenty-five  dollars,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Justice  of  the  Peace,  or  other  compe- 
tent authority,  before  whom  the  conviction  is  made. 

VI.  One-half  of  any  fine  imposed  and  collected,  under 
this  Act,  shall  be  payable  to  the  informer,  or  person 
securing1  the  conviction  of  the  offender,  the  other  half 
shall  be  paid  into  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Health 
for  Keewatin,  and  applied  towards  meeting  the  proper 
expenses  of  said  Board  of  Health. 

VII.  The  imposition  of  any  fine  shall  carry  with  it 
all  legitimate  and  proper  costs  incurred  in  the  prose- 
cution of  the  offender,  and  shall,  with  the  fine  imposed, 
be  collected  by  distress  from  the  goods  and  chattels  of 
the  person  convicted,  on  his  failing  to  pay  the  same 
within  the  time  prescribed  therefor  in  the  conviction.

An  Act  to  continue  in  force  an  Act  respecting  Small- 
Pox. 

Cap.  4.    Vic.  40. 

[Passed  26th  February,  187?] 

"Whereas  it  is  urgently  necessary  to  continue  the 
Act  respecting  Small-Pox,  Cap.  1,  Yic.  40  ;    (*) 

Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Council  of  Kee-wa-tin,  enacts  as  follows  : 

1.  That  the  word  "  three,"  in  section  15,  be  struck 
out,  and  the  word  "  eight "  be  inserted  instead. 


(#)  Note. — The  Act  respecting  Small-Pox  is  conti- 
nued in  force  until  the  1st  of  August  next.
